NE OBJECTION to early negotiation of 

a treaty with Germany is that though 
the Red Army were withdrawn, there would 
remain behind the German Communists, 
the Soviet agents, and an underground 
German ‘army trained and indoctrinated in 
the Russian prisoner of war camps. There 
is, I am told on the best American authority, 
no evidence that such a German army now 
exists. But it would be prudent to assume 
that it could exist. 

If it does exist, or if it did, its mere 
existence would be a downright breach of 
any peace treaty which was made with 
|Germany. The treaty should, therefore, 
authorize the neighbors of Germany, and 
commit Britain and America explicitly, to

Commission To Study
